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The Aviation Garrison at Schoenwalde (53/766) is situated one idiometer 
from the town of Sechoenvalde and four Kilometers west of Hennigsdorf 
(NS3/z76). The garrison was built in the Hitler era. All the buildings 
are of stone, From 195 until 193, Soviet military aviation units were 
stationed at the garrison. From the middle of 19h9, when the general re~ 
designation and relocation of the Soviet troops in Germany tock place, and 


until March 1950, the following units were stationed «t the garrisons
